Announcement was made last 
week by Earl Carter, president of 
teamsters’ No, 315, that a contract 
was signed with the Martinez Lum- 
ber Dealers’ association, covering 
warehousemen and lumber drivers, 
which gave both classifications a 
fifty cents per day wage increase. 

“Under this contract,’ Carter 
said, “teamsters receive a minimum 
of $7.50 per day and warehouse- 
men $6.00 per day.

SIR WALTER CITRINE, 
BRITISH LABOR HEAD, 


RESOLUTION PRESENTED TO 


ADDRESSES CONVENTION A FL. CONVENTION BY 


A. F. of L. Meeting Hears 
Notable Labor Leader Give 
Britain’s Labor Policy 


Sir Walter Citrine, executive sec- 
retary of the British trades union 
congress, told the American Feder- 
ation of Labor in convention at 
New Orleans, La., Monday, that 
German bombing had _ rendered 
practically all eastern British ports 
unusable for large ships, but de- 
jclared American workers by speed- 
ling arms production could “con- 
quer the nazis without firing a 
shot.”

delivering an eloquent ap- 
American labor to do its 
further assisting the Brit- 
jish in his government’s fight 
jagainst naziism, Sir Walter re- 
' ceived one of the greatest ovations 
| yet given a speaker at the A. F. of 
L. national convention. 

Highlights in his address follow: 

“We want planes and planes and 
| planes. Our need is urgent. If it is 
|true, as has been said, that the 
| British navy is the first line of de- 
fense for the United States, then 
the first line of defense for all de- 


mocracy is the American work- 
shop.” 

Declaring that the British gov- 
ernment is “determined to win” 


and that the spirit and morale of 
the people of his country is “mag- 
nificent,” Britain’s powerful labor 
|leader reviewed the status and ob- 
jectives of labor under the war-time 
emergency and told how labor is 
making temporary. sacrifices to 
speed up production. 


“How long we can continue,” he 
said, “depends not merely upon our 
will but also upon the will to hit 
back. The only thing the nazis un- 
derstand is the power to make them 
suffer.” 


Promises Don’t Count 

Dwelling for a time on Britain's 
slowness at the outset of the con- 
flict, Sir Walter said: 

“We made a mistake assuming 
promises are performances. We 
thought press announcement was 


| achievement.” 


He also said: “Trade unionism is 
| both a cause and a product of de- 
;mocracy. It cannot function in cel- 
|lars and behind closed doors.” 


His answer to the American 
;question if the British will carry 
jon was, “I have seen bombs try- 
j ing to blast their bodies but I have 
lyet to see the bomb that can blast 
their spirit.” 

| Labor’s confidence in the govern- 
| ment of the isles stems from its im- 
;}portant voice in the governing 
| process, he asserted, pointing out, 
jincidentally, that labor has control 
|}of the local government in London 
and Glasgow. 

3ecause labor is vigilantly watch- 
jing government, “we're not going 
‘to have tinpot Hitlers built up in 
|our own midst while we are fight- 
|ing Hitlerism,” assured Sir Walter. 

With a “stream of arms” from 
the United States, Britain, once dis- 
|couragingly unarmed, can “say to- 
|day, ‘Let the invader come’,” he 
told delegates, who cheered as he 
added, “Never before have we had 
jsuch a magnificent response.” 
| Labor’s position was that it 
!“eould not haggle at a time like 
j that,” the speaker said, launching 
a detailed account of labor’s part in 
ithe rearmament race. 

“We told the government, ‘We are 
prepared to surrender our rights if 
you will give us legislative restora- 
tion and provided all sections of 
the country are equally treated.’ 

“We felt confident,” he continued, 
“we could sacrifice the right to 
strike. Never in any other circum- 
stance except in actual war would 
the British labor movement sacri- 
| fice its right to strike.”

A handbook explaining federal 
laws dealing with labor has just 
been issuéd by the division of labor 
standards, U. S. department of la- 
bor, for the use of administrative 
officials, labor organizations and 
others

sort has been available. It gives not 
| only a summary of the legal pro- 
jvisions but indicates the adminis- 
trative agency, how the agency pro- 
ceeds in enforcing the law, and 
|what steps should be taken to file 
a complaint

At the completion of the first 
four months’ campaign of the wage 
and hour division of the U. 8. de- 
partment of labor to enforce the 


fair labor standards act of 1938 in

Director Kidwell States This Is First Time in 
State’s History Employment and Pay Rolls Show 
Increase Over September for October 


Factory employment and pay 
rolls in California continued their 
unprecedented expansion during 
October with an increase of 22 per 
cent in number of wage earners 
and 27.2 per cent in wages paid as 
compared with October 1939, it 
was announced today by George C, 
Kidwell, director of the department 
of industrial relations, on the basis 
of a report by State Labor Com- 
missioner H. C. Carrasco. 


“This represents not only an all 
time October peak for manufac- 
turing activities in California but 
also the first time in the state’s 
history that employment and pay 
rolls have increased from Septem- 
ber to October. Usually the seasonal 
curtailment in fruit and vegetable 
canning causes a net loss in total 
;manufacturing employment and 
pay rolls between September and 
October but this year the number 
of workers in all manufacturing in- 
dustries increased 1.3 percent and 
wages 2.5 per cent between Sep- 
tember and October,” Kidwell said. 


The heavy industries continued 
to constitute the principal factor in 
the expansion of manufacturing ac- 
tivities. Extensive operations on an | 
overtime basis were indicated by 
|the fact that many industries in the 
heavy industries group reported 
average work weeks in excess of 40 | 
hours during October. 

Aircraft establishments continued 
to boom. Reports from 20 firms 
showed 56,111 wage earners in Oc- 
tober this year compared with 17,- 
835 in October 1939, a gain of 158 
per cent. Wage payments in these 
same plants rose to $1,546,832 per

Racketeering Is Labor’s Big Problem 


Racketeering by union officials is the sore thumb of organ- 
ized labor in America. e, labor is 
acutely sensitive about it, and the fuss it occasions is out of pro- 
portion to its size. 

William Green said a disturbing thing last week when he told 
a reporter he could do practically no more than the reporter 
break up racketeering in the unions affiliated with the A. F. of} 
L. Yet this admission should demand little elaboration or de- 
fense. President Roosevelt, in the ordinary run of circumstance, 
can do little toward breaking up the graft and other crimes of 
any given set of corrupt municipal or state officials. Cities and, 
states are intensely jealous of their authority to govern them- 
selves. So are labor unions. 

The reminder, by other A. F. of L. leaders, that racketeering | 
among union officials is exception, not the rule, has been needed. | 
For the A. F. of L. unions have several million members. If a 
score of sensational racket charges should be checked off against | 
these unions in the course of a year, the percentage of corruption | ‘ 
would still be small. But one sensation which drags for months 
through investigation and prosecution can do organized labor| 
incalculable harm with the public. The protracted, serialized ac-' 
counts of the escapades of a Bioff and a Scalise may half per-| 
suade a great many readers that racketeering is accepted union| 
procedure. 

To correct this impression it is necessary only to check the 
record of the unions against the records of other classes of 
Americans. All utilities operators are not Insulls. All bankers are 
not embezzlers.
